plexity, beches-de-ner are sea slugs, 
land they are highly esteemed as an | 
lingredient of a tnick soup considered 
@ luxury in Melbourne, Paris, ~and 
onpecel in China. In fact, epicures 
all over the world are said to smack 
their lips in delight on once tasting 


the dish and to ever after seek it 
eagerly. 

Ugh! A sea-siug. Fancy eating 
slugs! Well, the Chinese eat a cer- 


‘tain kind of bird’s nest as well—not 
the kind we know, of course—made 
of is and grass, no, no—and in 
South Italy people often have a smal! 
octopus as the piece-de-resistance at 
pinnae with snails as a relish; while 
rogs’ legs are thought very good eat- 
| by others than Frenchmen. 

hese sea slugs are also known by 
the name of trepangs, which is tie 
Malay name for them, and in Fiji they 
ere called “dri” or ‘‘endree,” both 
which words in our own language, 
strange to say, mean to suffer. They 
are best known, however, by the namv 
beche-de-mer, which was given to 
them by the French, who were the 
first Europeans to come across them 
in China. 

If anything they are more like cu- 
cumbers than spades or slugs, being 
the same in shape and covered with 
fnnumerable littie suckers or lec# 
They are not fish, although found in 

he sea, but marine animals, and be- | 
long to the invertebrate family ot 
Holothuroidea. In China as much as 
$1,000 a ton used to be paid for the 
best kinds as far back as 1877, so the 
industry is not a new one. Now the 
price of the most expensive sorts 
would seem to have dropped to $500 
a ton. But a great deal depends on 
the perfection with which the slug or 
trepang is cured, and it is asserted 
that many traders who have taken up 
the gathering of the creatures cannot 
ture them as they were formerly. 

Quantities of beches-de-mer, I be- 
lieve, are now sold to some of the 
first-rate hotels, kitchens, and restaur 

Tondon... The two finest varie. . 
s—and, by the way, there are S0tre 
thing like thirty-five varieties alto 
gether, though only five or six have 
any marketable value—are what are 
known as the “titfish’’ or teat-fish. 
and the “‘black-fish.’ 

From six inches to two feet in length 
the beche-de-mer varies in size as weli 
as in other respects. It feeds on 
small insects in the reef-sand and on 
tiny fish, and move slowly along by 
the abternate contraction and exten- 
Bion of its body. Nature has afforded 
it the means of baffling its enemies, 
like most helpless creatures. It ex- 
nudes at will a gum-like fluid which 
makes the sand stick to it, so that it 
ean thus conceal itself. 

From the price paid for these ani 
mals, one would be inclined to think a 
ton of them would take a lot of gath- 
ering, but no; they are found in such 
dense shoals that a ton is easily col 
lected by the Malay or Japanese div- 
ers, who as a rule go down naked after 
them the same as after pearl-vysters, 
and will get a ton very likely in u 
single afternoon. Drag-nets are also 
uused, I believe, for collecting them. 
But the shallower parts of the ocean 
sre being exhausted of the animals, so 
that before long it is expected the div- 

-suit, with its helmet, airpipes, etc., 
will have to be employed for their 
gathering. 

The boats used are wide of beam, 
of from twenty-five to thirty feet 
fong, accommodating as many as thir- 
7, expert native divers. In Fiji, girls

If you want a good idea of what 
beches-de-mer look like, imagine 4 | 
blackfish or dirty grey cucumber, 
with a head like five little rosebuds, if 
I may so describe the puffy protuber 
ances, round a comparatively large 
Ce aperture. Another variety, that 


am not sure is edible, has a dozen 
great starlike rays around the centrai 
eperture, aud looks just like a star- 
fish clapped on to one end of a cu- 
eumber. 

The slugs are taken ashore and the | 
wiscera removed. They are then boil- 
ed in large boilers for half an hour, 
when they are once more impaled on | 
sticks and cleaned in fresh water. | 
After this. they are put on large frames 
over a low smoky fire. The frames 
are in two tiers, and they are kept 
on the lower one three or four days 
and then put on the upper, whero | 
they may be ee longer. The drying

“It is a significant symptom,” adds 
the writer, “of tne unrest already pre- 
vailing in the troubled territory that 
the Konat Pass has just had to be 
closed. ‘ine success which attended 
the raids of some of the more daring 
outlaws has natural y excited the envy 
of other enterprising spirits across 
the border, auu it is ceriain that tne 
losses sustained by the tribesmen over 
the arms trattic have tended consider 
ably to embitter tneir feelings towards 
us. ‘bne dithculties of frontier admin- 
istration have now been seriously en- 
hanced by this further complication of 
Kabul intrigues. it is hign time thai 
the atteation of the Ameer were drawu 
to this state of atfairs, and it 1s nov 
improbabie that certain represe.ta 
tions have already been made tu His | 
Majesty on tue subject.” ' 

According to an iueresiing message 
from tue wuglisuman’s Froulier Cor: 
responaent, tue Ameer is demonstrat: | 
ing His pussess.ou OF sume progress.v. 
jueas. aie lias issued an vrder, it is 
stated, tu the Goveruor of Jol ulab id 
to inform ail tne poor people cf J_ila 
labad tilaka to c.car tue Lakhi cores, | 
as s00n as ywosivie, so that, ou Hix 
suajesi:y’S a.r.val at Jellala ad, ta 
{and may be distributed to the poor 
people Living in the surrounding dis 
trict. No revenue will be demanded 
irom the people for the lands for thre: 
years, and the water for cultivatiou 
will be supplied from the Daronta 
River canals free. The Jélialabad Ba 
zar Road, which was under construc- 
tion, has been finished. It is about 
twenty feet broad. All the four gates 
of the city, have been repaired. The 
Governor of Jelialabad, in obedienc- 
to the order of the Ameer, has ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of in- 
fluential Hindus and Mahommedans 
of the city, to have lamps put up in 
every street and bazaar of the city, 
and also to arrange for the water sup- 
ply from the Jellalabad rivers for the 
city. 

A Rangoon journal recounts the fol- 
lowing incident: 

“A chieftain of a frontier state, over 
which we exercise suzerain rights 
Vetély ‘seized upoK the person of ‘en 
of his subjects, who is reputed to be 
possessed of a very considerable sun 
of money, and proceeded to attempt 
to extort some of the wealth, by mean: | 
of torture. The Resident demanded 
that the unfortunate man should be 
handed over to him. The Sawbwa, :t 
is said, flatly refused to obey, and 
asked the kesident by what right he 
interfered. ‘This,’ said the Sawbwa.

“Of course, by a very small display 
of force, the Resident managed to res 
cue the unfortunate man, upon whom 
such revolting cruelty had been prac- 
ticed that it is doubtful whether he | 
will recover; but the chief was insult- 
ing to the last, sending, we are told 
tie key of the prison in which his vic- 
time was confined through the hands 
of a very inferior officials, and re- 
marking that the Resilient might un- 
lock the prison door h .uself, but the 
Sewbwe certainly would not release 

im. 

“This Sawbwa employs a Chinaman 
as Prime Minister, and it is believed, 
with some good reason, that the chiet- 
tain's atiitude is due to the prompt- 
ings of his Celestial adviser and his 
insolence to the belief he can get for- | 
eign backing for himself and his petty 
state. From him we can have nothing 
to fear, for his army is a tiny one and 
is armed with flint-locks, but it woul 1 
be somewhat awkward if in case of 
trouble the Cuainese might consider 
that they were entitled to interfere to 
restore order.

in number. In some localities the con- 
tinued and reckless killing of game 
for sale in the mining camps has re- 
sulted in the almost complete disa 
pearance of such game. sides this 
the country in search of fine game 
heads and who kill with the usual 
They have been 
known after a day’s huntin 
to spoil on a hillside enough meat to 
supply a prospector with provisions 
for a whole winter. 

The chief game animal in much of 
that country is the moose, which is so 
abundant that from a good lookout 
high up on the mountains moose can 
be seeii almost any fine day by the 
aid of field glasses. In certain T- 
tions of the country west of the Mac- 
kenzie River caribou are still seen in 
great herds at the proper season of 
the year, but these herds appear to be 
growing constantly smaller. ; 

Mountain sheep are yet abundant in 
many places, and owing to their ha- 
bits of life are perhaps in less imme- 


| diate danger of extermination than 
| the moose or caribou. 


It is obvious that as the settlement 
ot this northern country proceeds the 
game must disappear. It is only by 
the establishment of game refuges in 
these regions that it can 1° preserved, 
and at the present time the residents 
of that northern country are interest- 
ed in the game only.so far as it may 
be turned into money.

“and the air is full of rumors. But 
| this one fact 1 did nail down. A min- 
ing man from Vancouver has been in 
there several times. He has kept a 
close mouth, too, but the best-guarded | 
secret will out when a hundred prying 
eyes and as many picks are keeping 
tabs on it. He has secured some pro- 
perty on Champion Creek, and the 
story, as it comes to me, says he has 
a lode of fabulous richness. Samples 
assayed $2,000 to the ton. Fancy rock 
worth a dollar a pound. The metal 
is in the form of tellurides, the rich- 
est form in which gold is mined, ex- 
cept the native metal itself. 

“Somewhere in the Tulameen there 
is a ledge or a series of ledges of rich 
gold and platinum. The bed of the 
creek is full of these metals, but it 13 
also full of big boulders, which re- 
quire modern appliances to handle 
them. Where these loose metals came 
from there must be a ledge, and one 
of these days it will be uncovered. 
Champion Creek looks likely, because 
it is below that creek that some of 
the best finds have been made. Tula- 
meen will Le swept with a fine tooth | 
comb next summer, so look out for a 
big strike and a. big boom. Nor is 
Tulameen the only one. Granite 
Creek in the older placer days yielded 
‘a rich harvest of gold and platinum, 
and its upper reaches are still rich 
placers. but, like the Tulameen, diffi- 
cult to work. Up there, too, there are 
ledges of gold and platinum to be dis- 
covered. ' 

“Then there is Steamboat Camp on 
the Skagit. I was shown Steamboat | 
rocks in Princeton with ‘the yellow | 
metal clearly visible to the naked eye. 
There will be something doing on} 
Steamboat next spring. The Similka-, 
meen and its branches have greater 
indications and less prospecting done 
for lode gold and platinum than any 
district I know of in British Columbia. 
It is almost a virgin field for the lode 
gold and platinum hunter.”

By this time you 
may suspect that the man I have in 
mind is George Henry Ham. The 
gentleman himself may be surprised 
when he hears all this, particularly 
when he finds out that he owns a 
railway. But certainly I have heard 
people speak of ‘‘George Ham’s rail- 
way,” just as they speak of the 
Gould or the Harriman lines, the 
Strathcona Horse or the Sheldon Mil- 
lions. Meantime, there was poor 
George Ham striding off to the Wind- 
sor Depot every morning, except Sun- 
days, at 7.15, or whatever hour it is, 
all unconscious of his high estate and 
as humble as when he was in the 
newspaper business, 

Aside from frivolity, the traveling 
public has come to link George Ham 
up as one of the peculiar features of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, or the 
Canadian Pacific Railway as one of 
the peculiar features of George Ham. 
He joined the staff of the company 
about twenty years ago—1l891l--in the 
days of Sir William Van Horne. 
When Sir Thomas Shaughnessy took 
over the presidency, he very natural- 
ly took over all the assets, so that 
Ham is still missionary extraordin- 
ary to the concern. His headquarters 
are at Montreal, and when he is here 
he is here. At other times he may 
be found anywhere between Halifax 
and Vancouver or the regions beyond. 

George Ham came originally from 
Trenton, Ont., having been born 
there in 1847, and being consequently 
sixty-three or four years of age. When 
he was about ape Oar years. of 

innipeg. Those

Alas for the gold and diamonds 
which could have been acquired dur- 
ing an aldermanic career. They had 
some sort of reunion of the Old Boys 
of Winnipeg out there a year ago, 
and they invited ex-alderman Ham 
to come out and drink tea and eat 
eake and otherwise paint the town 
red. Thus is rewarded a virtuous 
career. 

During those years at Winnipeg, 
also, George was a school trustee. 
What his duties were deponent saith 
not, but if he ever went round om 
visits of inspection, as they did in 
the old days, and asked the scholars 
questions, I doubt not that he asked 
easy ones. He was a newspaper man 
by \profession—if being a newspaper 
man is a profession—and during the 
Northwest Rebellion of 1885 was cor- 
respondent for The Toronto Mail. I 
don't know whether he got the Vigs 
teria Cross for that or not. Later on 
he became city editor of The Winni- 
peg Free Press, and afterwards man. 
aging editor of The Winnipeg Tri- 
bune, and later of The Winnipeg 
Times. He was also a member of the 
Parliaméntary Press Gallery for sev- - 
eral years. He has worked on most 
of the assignments which are the lot 
of newspapermen, and yet lives to 
tell the tale. Few names are known 
among the newspapers of Canada so 
well as that of George Ham. He has 
but to appear in any office of promin- 
ence between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, and immediately the clans

Bermingham, and_ therefore’ the 
prolific nature of the soil in pro- 
ducting broom has nothing to do with 
the name at all.” 

A better, and doubtless the true 
derivation, is given by Mr. James: 
Freeman, in a letter published in 
The Athanaeum, September 8, 1855. 
He says: “The word Birmingham is 
so thoroughly Saxon _in-its construce | 
tion. that nothing short of positive | 
historical evidence would warrant us | 
in assigning any other than a Saxon | 
origin to it. The final syllable, ‘ham,’ , 
means a home or residence, and} 
‘Bermingas’ woulg be a patronymie | 
or family name meaning the Berms 
(from Berm, a man’s name, and 
‘ing’ or ‘iung,’ the young, progeny, | 
race, or tribe), | 
in this manner would signify the | 
home or residence of the Berms; and | 
there can be little question that this 
is its true meaning.” 

Dr. Sebastien Evans has wajtten as 
follows on the word “Brimmagem’’: 
“The vernacular, ‘Brummagem,’ is 4 
variation uf the word Birmingham, 
which seems to have most unneces- | 
sarily puzzled etymologists: Ber- | 
nfingeham is the spelling of Domes- | 
day, and there can be little doubt | 
that the ‘e’ following the ‘gy’ signifies , 
that the ‘g’ was pronounced soft, as 
was frequently the case in the Mid- 
lands ip words in which the ‘g’ was 
elsewhere ronounced hard. The 
entire word would, therefore, be 
sounded as Birminjam, which, swift- 
ly spoken, slides naturally in the 
mouth of a Midlander into Bremijam 
or ‘Brummagem.’ Precisely the same 
phenomenon presents itself in the 
case of the name Bagot. One branch 
of the family, whether Midland or 
not | know not, thought fit to pro- 
nounce the ‘g’ soft, and still writes 
itself Bagehot, sounded Bajot. A 
vast number of words were in the! 
same way pronounced with the ‘g’| 
hard or soft, according to the dialect 
prevalent in the district. Thus 
springs are, in some parts of Eng- 
called springess and hinges; 
hings; and fifty more instances could | 
easily be quoted. It is observable 
that the name Edgbaston presents 
another instance in point. Original- 
ly Edgbaston as ‘Egbald’s tun’ of | 
town, the ‘g’ being pronounced soft, | 
according to Midland wont, giving | 
rise to the modern form of the word.

Birmingham is ‘the homestead of 
the sons of Berm,’ or ‘Beorm.’”

Some Facts and Figures About the 
World’s Metropolis. 


No man living has ever yet seen 
London as it really is. There are, in 
fact, twelve Londons, one of which—- 
the county — is controlled by 4,300 
popularly elected men and women who 
sit on 144 public bodies. 

The biggest London of all is the 

police London, covering 692 square 
miles; the smallest is the City of Lon- 
don, extending to one square mule. 
.. When one speaks of London one 
must put an adjective in to describe 
what London is referred to. -Here are 
the Londons with their areas as 
known to the law: 

City of London, one square mile. 

County of London, 115 square miles. 

\ater London, 537 square miles. 

Postal London, 220 squere mules. 
“Telephone London, 630 square miles. 


Paclamentary London, 11/ square 
miles. . 

Keclesiastical London, 120 square 
miles. 


Greater London, 692 square miles. 
Police London, 691 square miles. 


Police Court London, 114 square 
miles. 

Central Criminal Court, London, 
420 square miles. 

County Court London, 205 square 


miles. 

The smallest population of one Lon- 
don is 26,000—in the City—and the 
largest population 6,550,000—in Great- 
er London. 

In the County of London 16,000 com- 
panies own property of the yearly val- 
ue of $70,000,000, the rentals ot 
which are about $100,000,000 a year, 
and yet they have, no vote for the 
election of a single person to represeut 
them for their total payment every 
year of $25,000,000 in rates. They pay 
one-third of the total rates raised 
Less than half the people who have a 


vote for the rates they pay éver use 
them. So far as taxation and repie

Within the 113 square miles of the 
County of London there are 135,000 
people who have come froin foreigu 
countries. Russians number 38,000

5,000. 

On the average there are, ten fires # | 
day in London. To keep the metro 
polis well protected from fire nearly 
$1,500,000 a year is spent by the Coun- 
ty Council. 

The water, which is abundant and 
pure, is poured through millions of | 
pipes daily, by one responsible body, , 
into the homes of seven million peo- 
ple, a population nearly equal to that 
of Norway and Sweden, about the 
same as that of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, more than two million above 
that of Australia and'New Zealand 
combined, and larger than the whole 
population of Scotland and Wales 
This population of seven millions uses 
up 224,000,000 gallons of water a day, 
drawn from the reservoirs, in which 
there are always over 11,000,000,000 
gallons ready for use. 

The wealth of London is astound- 
ing and’can only be ganged by tak- 
ing the twenty-eight boroughs ° ot 
which it is composed and comparing 
the yearly value of their property 
with that of provincial towns. Thus 
Westminster is richer than Glasgow, 
the one square mile of the city than 
the whole of Liverpool or Manchester; 
Kensington 1s richer than Leeds, and 
Lambeth than Bristol, Sheffield or 
Newcastle. 

The smallest boroughs of London— 
Stoke Newington — has more valuable 
property than some twenty-eight of 
the best-known towns, including Bath, 
Exeter, Yeormouth, Londonderry, or 
even Cork. 

There are more people in Islington 
than there are in Edinburgh, more in 
Lambeth and Stepney than in Brad- 
ford, more in Camberwell thay in 
Hull or Nottingham. Twenty-four of 
the London boroughs have popula- 
tions equa! to some of the thirty great- 
est towns of the kingdom, while the 
remaining four have populations equal 
to some fifty other towns, the small- 
est of which is Burton-on-Trent.

diet. Meat, poultry, game. fish and 
the leguminous vegetables (peas, beans, 
lentils, etq.) are rich in proteid. Po- 
tatoes, cereals and many vegetables 
contain carbohydrates. Fats are suyj- 
plied by butter, fat of meat, lard. etc 
The various minerals required are 
found in the food constituting a mixed 
diet, and in addition common salt 
twhich is pot a salt, by the way, but 
a a compound of sodium and chlorine: 

Right bere it may be stated tbat salt 
is usually taken in excess. One easily 
falls into the habit of taking a little 
more salt ‘until ordinary and proper 
quantities fail to tickle the palate. In 
cases of chronic disease a salt free 
diet is often beneficial, and it is prob- 
able that most of us eat far more salt 
than is good for ys. 

An effort should be made to combine 
all of the elements above mentioned 
in the duily dietary, varying the bill 
of fare sv that each meal may pos- 
sess some altraetion of novelty and 
provide a normal stimulus to digestion. 
According tu one authority the ratio 
of nitrogen to carbon should be as 1 
to 15. It will be observed that a 
large excess of vegetables or carbo- 
hydrate food ix required to maintain 
this balance.

than twice, nitrogenous vegetables, 
such as peas and beuns, at meals 
where poultry, came or light meat por- 
tion is served; suluds and greev vege- 
tables to accompupy beavy meat por- 
‘don.

Fresh Food the Safest. 

Some families insult their wonderful 
digestive mechanism with a steady 
diet of delicatessen atrocities or iunu- 
tritious cunned foods when a little 
more energy und ingenuity would en- 
able them to secure a meal of fresh, 
nutritious avd appetiziug food. The 
tendency to rub to the pantry for a 
can of sardines or salmon, instead of 
cooking. a chop or fresb fisb or pro- 
viding nutritious cold meats or salads, 
is responsible tor a certain amount of 
American dyspepsia. 

Rome one hare said that “a chafing 
dish is a frying pan that bas got into 
geod society.” We boldly maintain 
that the frying pan'bhas no business in 
good society. 

Greasy fried foods wil) continue to 
“upset” the digestion of countiess 
Americans until natural selection has 
eliminated the frying pap users. “Out 
of the frying pun into the fire” ts a 
good axiom, The food prepared in the 
frying pap would better go into the 
fire than into our stomachs, where it is 
very likely to set up a fire in the shape 
of acute or chronic indigestion. If you 
must fry, make it a “dry” fry. Not 
only ia it dificult for the gastric juice 
te penetrate and act upon food that i»

, Well to secure a set. 
Epitomized, they prescribe cleanliness 
and care in the handling of milk as 
well as proper treatment, bousing and 
feeding of cows.  Scrupulous care 
should be exercised in keeping clean 
all utensils in which milk is used. Milk 
from a doubtful source should be 
boiled or pasteurized before use. Milk 
pre ed with formalin or other 
chemicals should not be used. Iceboxes 
should be regularly cleaned with hot 
soapsuds solution or strong solution 
of soda. Ice often contains germs and 
spores which multiply as soon as they 
get in a warm temperature. 

Food should never be exposed ‘to 
contact with files, insects, rats, mice, 
etc,, as these pests often act as germ 
carriers. Nothing is so harrowing to 
the soul of a modern physician as a 
kitchen filled with buzzing fites while 
food is left standing around, inviting 
these germ carriers to alight and 
promenade.

Food Adulterants. 

Many food adulterants have little 
influetce on health, except in so far 
as they substitute inert or unappetiz- 
ing material for that which is nour- 
ishing and of appetizing flavor. Other 
| adulterants, however, are directly in- 
‘ jurious because of their chemical ef- 
| fect. 

Some of the more common adulter- 
ants are as follows: 

Milk.—Water bas probably been used 
ever since there was a milkman; bharm- 
ful by decreasing nutritious value. 
Various preservatives, as salicylic acid, 
formalin, boric acid, are also used and 
are injurious. 

Butter.—Sometimes adulterated with 
other fats, which possibly render it 
less digestible. 

, Lard.—Cottonseed oil is the 
commonly used adulterant. 

Canned Vegetables.—Salts of copper 
and zine are often used to impart a 
brilliant green color. The normal color 
for canned peas, beans, etc., is a dull 
green. The brilliant hued varieties 
should be avoided, as they may con- 
tain sufficient copper to prove un- 
healthful. 

Jellies, Jams, Etce.—Aniline dyes are 
often used to give bright colors. Such 
preserves are open to suspicion iu ex- 
act proportion to the brilliancy of the 
coloring. Preservatives are also used,

Digestibility of Foods. 

Undigested food may be far more in- 
jurious than many of the adulterants 
or preservatives ubove mentioned. It 
is wise, therefure, to give sume thougbt 
to the relative digestibility of various 
classes of food, expecially if one’s oc- 
cupation is sedentary. 

Pork.—Whetber fresh or in sausages 
or other form, pork is indigestible 
and therefore tuferior ip nutritive val- 
ue. Furtbermore, it is Hable to con- 
tain) dangerous parasites, “trichina 
spiralis” or the eggs of tbe tapeworm. 
Pork should not be eaten except in the 
form of bacov or bam. If compelled to 
eat it, cook it tbhoruvugbly.

It 
should be remembered that this list 
holds good for the average individual.

To make sure of getting a ‘cold 
cfeam in which there are no animal 
oils many women like to compound 
their own massage creams. 

They often fail to get results from 
& good recipe by not understanding 
the art of compounding. Al! “cold 
creams are made in the same way. 
The fatty substances are put in a don- 
ble Boiler and melted, stirring con- 
stantly, When all are melted turn | 
out in a bow! and stir, scraping down 
from sides, 

The chief trouble comes in adding 
the extracts and astringents, which ; 
must be added gradually when the |! 
fatty base is partially cold. Add first 
any perfumed waters, drop by drop, 
beating constantly with a silver fork, 
then all tinctures or extracts last of 
' all. These go in drop by drop also. 

A flat wire egg beater can be used 
successfully when o large amount of 
the mixture is being made up, and one 
| woman swears by a mayonnaise mixer 
for compounding ber toilet creams. 

Here is a recipe that can be used 
freely without fear of becoming beard- 
ed or fuzzy: Eight tablespoonfuls each 
of almond oil and rosewater, two ta- 
blespoonfuls each of whité wax and 
spermaceti, a teaspoonful of tincture 
! of benzoin. y 

Melt the oil, then add the wax and 
spermaceti, and when nearly cold from | 
beating add the rosewater drop by | 
| drop, then the benzoin. | 

Discarded cheese jars of porcelain 
are nice to pack this cream in to | 
stiffen. Keep in a cool place. Put in | 
small jars, so that in use it does not | 
| get germ filled by constant opening.

| Eggplant Recipes. 

Fried Eggplant:—Take two young 
| eggplants, slice thin and even and lay 
| them in milk which you have seasoned 
| with salt and pepper to taste; then dip 


each slice in flour, coating lightly, and 


fry in enofgh hot fat to float the slices. | 


Stuffed Eggplant. — Choose four 
young. rather small eggplants. wipe 
with a damp cloth, cut in halves and 

| scoop out all but a thin layer of the 
flesh adhering to the skin. Sprinkle 
the inside of the shells with salt and 
stand them, inverted, on a platter to 
| drain. Meanwhile prepare the filling 
for the shells. Chop the scooped out 
| meat quite fine; mix with three small 
onions minced fine and browned tn but- 
_ ter. Cook until the moisture is well 
cooked out: then add a little minced 


parsley and a dozen button mushrooms | 


| chopped fine; then add an equal quan- 
| tity of soft breadcrumbs, season to 
| taste with salt and pepper, remove 


; from the fire and add the beaten yolks | 


| of two or three eggs. The filling should 
| be moist, but not too soft. Fill the 
‘ shells and cover with buttered bread- 
| crumbs and place in a hot oven to 
| brown the crumbs nicely. Serve as 
soon as done. 

| Eggplant Steamed and Fried.—If the 
| eggplant is well grown and a little old 
; drain and cool. Then cut in slices an 
, inch thick. Soak the slices in salt wa- 
, ter two hours, drain, dip in egg and 
\ fine dry breadcrumbs and fry in deep, 
| bot fat until a nice brown.

Place in 
a fine wire broiler and broil over a 
clean fire until] a nice brown on both 
sides. It will take about three min- 
| utes for each side. These may be 
served for a breakfast dish with gar- 
' nish of crisp brown bacon chips or for 
luncheon with cold tomato catchup or 
sliced tomatoes. 


: Potatoes O’Brien. 

Cut four good sized pared potatoes 
into pieces one-third of an Inch thick, 
| let stand ip ice water an hour or 
| longer, then dry thoroughly. Fry in 
| hot, deep fat for ten minutes and drain 
| thoroughly. Melt one tablespoonful of 
| butter in a frying pan. Add the pota- 
| toes, three sweet red peppers, cut in 
| tiny squares, and half a teaspoonful 

of salt. Let cook ten minutes, turning 
| them meanwhile. Serve in a hot dish.

INCORPORATION OF BLAIRMORE 


Is a Live Topic—Gaining Popular 
Support~Many Arguments 
Advanced in Its Favor 


A special meeting of the 
Blairmore Board of Trade was 
held in the Union Bank build- 


Sing on Monday evening last. 


There were present: President 
R. W. Coulthard, T. B. George, 
Secretary, W. A. Beebe, H. E. 


“| Lyon, I. Loughead, D. C. Drain, 


J. Menard, J. G. Smith, Louis 


Dutil, J. Montalbetti,” Archie 
McLeod, J. A MacDonald and 
J. D.S. Barrett. 

The first business to be 


brought forward was the mat- 
ter of another and larger meet- 
ing place. The Board decided 
that because of the increase in 
membership, their present quar- 
ters were not large enough. 
Further, the Board of Trade 
thought that they needed a 
room of which they could have 
exclusive rights so that it might 
be used by them as an adver- 
tising bureau as well as for 
their regular meetings and for 
other purposes. Still further, 
some of the members thought 
that the Board should erect a 
suitable meeting place of their 
own and call it the Board of 
Trade building. And still fur- 
ther, it was moved by L. Dutil, 
seconded by J. A. MacDonald 
that the Board of Trade adver- 
tise for tenders for a building 
suitable for their purposes and 
to be occupied by them for six 
months, by which time, it was 
thought by some, a new fire 
hall and council chamber would 
be completed and the Buard of 
Trade may be permitted to 
hold their meetings there.— 
Carried. 

The most important business 
to come before the meeting was 
that of incorporating Blairmore 
into a town. This subject took 
up considerable time and near- 
ly every. person present had 
something to say either for or 
against it. The first to give 
vent to his feelings was D. C. 
Drain, proprietor of the Blair- 
more hotel. He was in favor 
of incorporating Blairmore into 
a town. He thought that it 
was the very best thing that 
Blairmore could do. 

H. E. Lyon said that he had 
not given the matter sufficient 
thought to be able to express 
an opinion. He wanted to hear 
what others had to say. He 
thought that figures regarding 
the running expenses and the 
rate of taxes of some of the in- 
corporated towns in this dis- 
trict would be very valuable 
to the Board, and he wished 
especially, to hear from any 
present who may have such. 

J. D. 8S. Barrett produced 
figures which showed that the 
towns of Coleman and Pincher 
Creek were benefitted by incor- 
poration. He said that incor- 
poration did not necessarily 
mean an increase in taxes. The 
school and town taxes of Pin- 
cher Creek, although that town 
had been incorporated about 
seven or eight years, were only 
two mills more than that of 
Blairmore, and Coleman’s school

Death of William Mills 


The death-of William Mills, ex- 
mayor of Renfrew, and father of 
Mrs. H. E. Lyon, of Biairmore, 
took place at Denver, Col.. on the 
25th ulto. Mr Mills left his home 
at Renfrew, on January 18th, for 
Denver and his death occurred un- 
expectedly at St. Luke’s hospital. 
Mr. Mills well known to 
Blairmore people, 


was 
haying visited 
here annually for the past several 
years and his sudden demise will 
be received with regret by a large 
number of our citizens, 


and town taxes were four-and- 
a-half mills less than our’ own. 
He thought that incorporating 
Blairmore was'a step towards 
progress. The town needed 
many improvements but was un- 
able to get them because of in- 
sufficient funds. If we were in- 
corporated our borrowing pow- 
ers would be greatly increased 
and funds sufficiently large to 
make the necessary improve- 
ments would be available, and 
the value of property would 
then be greatly enhanced, 

R, W. Coulthard, general 
manager of the West- Canadian 
Collieries, thought that the 
time for incorporating Blair- 
more into a town had not yet 
urived. He was in favor of 
incorporation if introduced at 
the proper time. We are just 
getting a good s’tart, and in- 
corporation would probably re- 
tard our progress. He inferm- 
ed the Board that several capi- 
talists had their attention turn- 
ed in this direction and he was 
of the opinion that) new indus- 
tries would be opened up in 
Blairmore if incorporation were 
delayed another year. To es- 
tablish in an unincorporated 
town, where they would be prac- 
tically exempt from taxes for 
a while, at least, would, he 
thought, be a great inducement 
to those concerns. If we in- 
corporated this town we may 
by so doing delay the establish- 
ing of several large and impor- 
tant industvies in Blairmore 
and we would consequently suf- 
fer. 

J.G. Smith thought that new 
industries establishing in Blair- 
more after we are incorporated 
should be exempt from taxes 
for several years. He believed 
that incorporation would be a 
benefit to the place. 


L. Dutil believed that Blair-|T 


more badly needed incorpor- 
ation and that should 
show herself progressive and be 
incorporated into a town with- 
out any unnecessary delay. He 
spoke for some time and gave 
many good reasons why Blair- 
more should be made a town. 

It was moved by J. A. Mac- 
Donald, seconded by J.G. Smith 
that the board write to a num- 
ber of incorporated towns in 
the Crow’s Nest Pass for inform- 
ation regarding the _ benefits 
and otherwise accrued. from in- 
corporation.—Carried.

Than Last Year 


M. ROSSE WILL BUILD HERE 


Will Erect Large Brick Building 
on Victoria St.-Another 
Business Opening 


If present reports are to be 
taken into account, the build- 
ing boom in Blairmore during 
1911 will even exceed that of 
the'past year, which is saying a 
great deal when we consider 
that over two hundred credit- 
uble residences and nine large 
business buildings were erected 
here during 1910. 

The latest building in the 
business section decided on is 
that of M. Rosse’s whic!: will be 
erected on Victoria Street, be- 
tween Seventh and Highth 
avenue, where the Great West 
restaurant now is.

Work on tearing down the 
old restaurant will be com- 
menced as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground and work on 
the new brick building will im- 
mediately follow.
